The San Gabriel River Water committee, called the 


"Committee of Nine," came into being many years ago 
through a decree of court, and has charge of the water 
belonging to the users of Duarte, Azusa and Covina. 


This committee is made up of members elected by the 


Covina Irrigating company, Azusa Irrigating company, 
Contract Water company, Asaisa Agricultural Water com- 
pany, Azusa Foothill Citrus company, Duarte Mutual Irri- 
gating company, and the Beardslee Ditch company of Du- 
arte. These companies serve thfe entire district. 


It seems best to make a statement of facts which will, 


we hope, clear up many of the unfounded rumors that you* 
may'have heard. 


Some have been led to believe that Pasadena is at- 


tempting to secure for her use the water that we are now 
using and which belongs to the users, cohered by long- 
existing and acknowledged rights. 


Pasadena, on the contrary, is trying to secure excess 


flood water, if any there be. 


Before Pasadena or anyone can be allotted flood waters 


it must clearly be shown that such water exists. 


The state division of water rights is now making a 


detailed survey, collecting data in an endeavor to deter-. 
mine if there is any excess. This will take perhaps years 
to determine, and in our minds there will be no water 
available for use as excess water. 


Nearly a year ago our committee made application to 


the division of water rights for a large amount of water to 
be used for spreading over the gravels and when the San 
Gabriel dam is completed to substitute for our pumping. 


In ail our steps we have been guided by the besf of 


legal talent and by the judgment of men of our valley with 
years of water experience. 


We wish to assure you we are making every effort that 


seems wise to carry out the trust you have seen fit to be- 
stow upon us.

NEW SECTION OF HIGH 


SCHOOL BUILDING IS 


OPENED TO STUDENTS 


The new unit of the Covina high 


school building is practically com- 
plete. Last week, a half-dozen or 
more rooms were ready for occupan- 
cy, allowing the music department, 
which has held sessions in 
the 


Knights of Pythias hall throughout 
the year; the English and history, 
which have occupied the Methodist 
church auditorium; and the French 
and Spanish languages at the Breth- 
ren church, to take up permanent 
quarters in the new classrooms. 


The architecture of the building 


conforms to the_old unit, a colonade 
ninety feet long extending between 
the two buildings. Wide, well-light- 
ed halls divide the classrooms, each 
floor occupying a space of 64x157 
feet. 
Venetian blinds suddue the 


light, while a special type of three- 
pane window controlled by a lever 
gives perfect ventilation in all kinds 
of weather. Maple has been used on 
the main and second-story floors. 


On the ground floor, the music 


room faces the campus. To the rear 
is the school cafeteria, with a seat- 
ing capacity of 200, which will be 
equipped for the fall term. Crossing 
the 
room occupies 


chemical laboratory and classrooms. 
The laboratory has four tables with 
maple tops, equipped with lead-lined 
troughs, gas, electricity, cupboards, 
and even a toe space at the floor, to 
accommodate forty-eight students, 
while at one end are a series of glass 
cabinets for 
experimenting with 


gases. The ceiling contains a venting 
system/ and the inner wall is lined 
with ^helves. A supply room, witlt 
indexing system, will be in the caret 
of a student. 


The floor space of the lecture.room, 


is composed of four tiers, with stu- 
dent chairs. A demonstrating table 
of fire- and acid-proof material occtt« 
pies the rostrum, with gas and elec- 
tric connections and fume hood. The 
very latest in equipment is a large 
suspended 
beam 
immediately 
in 


front of the table, for experiments. 
with swinging objects, as pendulums, 
etc. A stereopticon is to be install- 
ed, to be used in connections with. 
lectures.

Keeping Amateur^Atbletics Unsullied

The last meeting of the local post 


of the American Legion brought out 
some real interesting things. 
The 


first of these, our comrade, Ralph j 
Cook, has been forced to resign as 
commander on account of business, 
and the election of Comrade Carter, 
the photographer, to succeed him. 
Comrade McPbeeters was elected to 
succeed Carter as chaplain. 


Second: The American Legion en- 


dowment fund, the slogan of -which 
is: "For those who gave the most." 
The income from the endowment 
fund will be applied to the Endow- 
ment Corporation, of which the pres- 
ident of the United States is chair- 
man, and the cabinet officers and 
others in American affairs being on 
the committee, under the terms of 
the trust agreement, to press for- 
ward the complete rehabilitation of 
disabled ex-service persons and to 
care for and find homes for the orph- 
ans of ex-service persons. 


The objective of the American Le- 


gion in its work for the disabled ex- 
service person has been summed up 
in four words: Temporary care, per- 
manent cure. 


Every disabled man or woman of 


the "World War must, when by any 
means possible, be restored in body, 
mind and spirit to a condition of 
health, self-support and effective in- 
dependent citizenship. 


This can be achieved in part by 


the liberal aid provided by the gov- 
ernment. The Legion service co-op- 
erates closely with 
governmental 


and other agencies. 


Government service, fixed by law, 


can never be complete nor sufficient- 
ly elastic to reach completely the ob- 
jective of cure. The Legion supple- 
ments government service outside 
the limitations of statute, and also 
acts as the advocate of the disabled 
in securing government aid where 
the law can reach. 


Legion service also reaches to the 


family of the disabled, to the prob- 
lem of suitable employment and ad- 
just ment to the business of life af- 
ter leaving the hospital, to the whole 
upbuilding of the spirit, which is of- 
ten broken by long suffering and 
hospitalization.

committee. This program has for its 
motto: "A home for every homeless 
orphan of a veteran." 


Plainly, in the whole far-flung bat- 


tle line of defense for helpless child- 
hood against poverty, disease, vice 
and crime, the Legion holds espec- 
ially that sector of the line protect- 
ing the 35,000 orphans of World War 
ex-service men. Of these children 
incomplete surveys show 5000 orph- 
ans without any blood relations to 
give them care. Co-operating with 
established child welfare agencies, 
the Legion is especially concerned 
with these children.

which it has played a very impor- 
tant part. Therefore it,is of inter- 
est briefly to review the industry 
itself from the beginning. 


Citrus fruits were introduced into 


California by the Franciscan monks 
in 1769, and the development of or- 
ange growing in California centers 
around the San Gabriel Mission, est- 
ablished in 1771. An orchard of 400 
trees was planted there in 1804, and 
kept in good condition for 
many 


years, but was finally neglected, so 
that in 1846 General Fremont re- 
ported that little remained of the 
orchard. The first commercial o_r- 
chard was planted in 1841 by Wil- 
liam Wolf skill in what is now the 
district lying between Central aven- 
ue and San Pedro street, and some- 
where north of Washington Street 
in the city 'of Los Angeles. 
The 


trees were all seedlings. 
In 1862 


there were about 25,000 orange trees 
in California, and by 1882 the num- 
ber had increased to about 500,000. 


The first carload of oranges ship- 


ped from California was a carload 
of seedlings from the Wolfskill or- 
chard in 1877, and in 1885 shipments 
amounted to about 1000 carloads. 


Two factors -were conducive to the 


rapid growth of the industry during 
the early eighties:—first, the devel- 
opment -of transportation facilities 
which made it possible to ship the 
fruit to eastern markets, and second, 
and probably of equal importance, 
was the introduction of the Washing- 
ton navel orange which was found to 
be peculiarly adapted to California 
conditions, and which immediately 
gained great popularity with con- 
sumers, and sold for high prices in 
,the east. 
This made the industry 


look very inviting, but as the mar- 
keting was done by 
speculators, 


many of whom grew wealthy, while 
the growers got little or nothing for 
their fruit, the growers became des- 
perate and demanded a change. 


After a great deal of prelimiifary 


work during the summer of 1893, a 
group of growers met in the-rooms of 
the chamber of 'commerce jn Los, 
-Ang«lee,Aii -.August -29; -tft tjiat year. 


the responsibility of maintaining the 
market, of proper distribution of

In addition to these salaried agents 
the exchange is represented in abou 
thirty-five of the smaller cities bj 
brokers.

distribution of the grower's crops 
so that every market shall be sup 
plied with all the citrus fruit that i 
can use from day to day," and alsi

This is of groat value 
in many ways, but* particularly in 
distribution. Ordinarily about thirty 
per cent of exchange shipments are 
sold at auction. 
Auctions at nine 


cities, New York, Boston, Philadel- 
phia, Baltimore, Cleveland, Cincin- 
nati, Chicago, 
Pittsburg and St. 


Louis are employed by the exchange. 
At other points the fruit is sold by 
the agent di'.ect to the jobber at pri- 
vate sale. In no case does the ex- 
change sell direct to the retailer. 
The care and efficiency of the sales 
department is shown by the fact 
that to the end of 1924 season ap- 
proximately $600,000,000 had been re- 
turned to California for the growers 
crops with a credit loss of only $26,- 
400.

_ id und&r the leadership of Mr. T.- 
H.- B. Chamblin, of Biversido, who 
was known as the father of the Ex- 
change, effected an arrangement by 
which the growers' organizations of 
the various districts were brought 
together, agreeing to pack the fruit 
at cost and to market it through an 
executive committee composed of one 
representative from 
each 
district. 


This arrangement continued through 
the seasons of 1894 and 1895, and 
while not entirely satisfactory, con- 
vinced the growers that they were on 
the right track. 


On October 24, 1895, the Southern 


California Fruit exchange was organ- 
ized on purely co-operative 
lines, 


with A. H. Naftzger as president, 
and the functions of the executive 
committee were taken over by the 
exchange. 


The exchange was born of necess- 


ity, and very largely owes its suc- 
cess to that fact, and to the fact 
that it was built from the bottom up 
to meet a very definite necessity, and 
not from the top down, to give op- 
portunity for promoters to profit by 
the growers' needs, as has so often 
happened in ,other attempts to or- 
ganize agricultural producers. 


The structure of the organization 


as adopted in 1895, has continued the 
same until the .present time. Groups cost, 
of growers incorporated assotJ itions, 
these associations designated repre- 
sentatives who organized the local 
sub-exchanges, and the sub-exchan- 
ges designated one 
representative 


each to the central exchange, and 
these representatives constituted the 
board of directors of the central ex- 
change. } 


In the early days of the organiza- 


tion this entire valley was a part 
of tho San Antonio Fruit exchange 
at Pomona. Later the Azusa-Covina- 
Glendora Fruit exchange was formed 
covering the territory west of San 
Dimas, with headquarters at Azusa. 
In 1898 the Covina growers separated 
from the A. C. Gi exchange and form- 
ed the Covina Fruit exchange, with 
T. F. Griswold as its first president, 
H. E. Chesebro, secretary and man- 
ager, and E. G. Clapp, A. P. Kerck- 
hoff and L. L. Eatekin as the other 
directors. 


With the incorporation 
of the 


Southern California Fruit exchange, 
the cooperative marketing of citrus 
fruity became established on a secure 
basis. The system has made a steady 
growth since that time, both in quan 
tity of shipments and in percentage 
of the total crop handled, until in 
1903 it controlled 48 per cent of the 
citrus shipments from California. 


The California Fruit Growers ex- 


change has steadily increased its 
membership 
so 
that 
shipments 


through it have increased from 45 
per cent of the crop to between 70 
and 75 per cent. During the same 
time the exchange has strengthened 
its organization and extended its 
usefulness to the growers by the de- 
velopment of the Fruit Growers Sup- 
ply company, two by-products com- 
panies, and the introduction 
of a 


national advertising department. 


The working forces of the ex- 


change have been divided into about 
a dozen departments, under compe- 
tent and efficient heads, so that the

sumer demand. SunWst has become 
a household word through advertis- 
ing and is by far the best known 
fruit brand in the world. 


No discussion of j the exchange 


system is complete without some 
mention of the Fruit Growers Sup- 
ply company, which was organized 
by the exchange and its growers in 
1907 to purchase supplies for the as- 
sociations. Like the exchange, the 
supply company was organized to 
meet a very urgent necessity. Fol- 
lowing the earthquake and fire of 
April, 1906, in Son Francisco, the 
demand for lumber~ for reconstruc- 
tion was so great that prices in- 
creased practically 100 per cent. The 
mills upon which the growers were 
dependent for their box shook an- 
nounced that prices for boxes would 
be advanced from thirteen and one- 
half cents to twenty-one 
cents.

change growers at all times, and to 
furnish them to the associations at 


A saw mill and some 55,000 acres 


of timber lands in northern Califor- 
nia were acquired, and the manufac- 
ture of shook was begun in 1910. 
The enormous increase of the citrus 
fruit crops made an ever increasing 
demand for boxes, so that in!919 a 
tract of 41,000 acres of timber in 
Lasseii county was purchased, and a 
mill erected at Susanville. At the 
present time, with 
about one hundred 


a normal crop, 
million feet of 


lumber pgryear is required to manu- 
facture the boxes necessary to hold 
the fruit of the exchange growers. 
Many other supplies are purchased 
for the associations by the company, 
and the volume of business handled 
for its members now exceeds one 
million dollars permonth. ,

to the value of about three quarters 
of a million dollars, and according 
to the estimates furnished by the as- 
sociations we believe that the balance 
of the crop will bring another half 
million.

there as never before. It is not true, as often asserted by 
opponents of restriction, that there is a demand for foreign 
labor in the United States. The truth concerning this mat- 
ter is that almost every center of population has an un- 
employment problem with which to contend at this moment. 
To living thousands of unskilled men and dump them at the 
various ports, Avould, in the light of this circumstance, be 
far from beneficial to this country. 


Fervid writers enlarge upon the beauty of the plan to 


send foreign laborers into remote agricultural districts 
where they would have the task of tilling soil now unused. 
Of course the project is chimerical. Farming requires cap- 
ital and experience, and even with both the American 
farmer has not been prospering very noticeably. The for- 
eigners who desire to enter, and are held back by statute. 
have no purpose of becoming farmers. There are plenty 
of their kind here already to man the bootblack stands ami 
to propel carts through the east side of New York.

<-lub can better work up popular expression for them, and 
induce the state ami count}' authorities to act, than it can 
raise the money itself and have the work done. Is a school 
to be built, a sewer system to be "constructed, a park to be, 
acquired, a hospital to be endowed? 
Let the service club 


lead the community toward its accomplishment, and not 
try to bear the entire burden. Showing a community how 
to do a rhing for itself, like helping an individual to be 
self-reliant, is better for all concerned than doing the thing 
for the coiumrmitv.—Ex.
